CHINA AND TIBET. 
A’ censor, having prepared a’ vory 
slaborate ‘memorial in ‘respect to 


Grand’ Council at Peking. According to 
this critic the future’ of Tibet is some- 
‘what’ precarious, aud it behoves China to 


ook well to hex goings, othonvtise she wily.) - 


‘have troubla in that region, and perhaps 
loas the great .dependency altogethor. 
First of all it would seem that a foreign 
nation is looking with covetous oyes upon 
Tibet, though whether this foreign nation 
is Great Britain or Russia ia not stated in 
so many terma. It may be presumed, how- 
ever, that the censor means either ono the 
other, Then the Grand Tama is not to 
botrusted. His visit to Peking has tanded 
to exaggerate his importance in his own 
opinion, and he will. now bo less willing to 
be subservient to the' suzerainty of China 
than before. Moreover, his words are not 
to be trusted, and thouzh they are smoother 
than butter, when in Peking, his heart ia al- 
together ast on gaining more freedom for tho 
Province over which he is the spiritual ruler, 
Thoreforeit is.advisable that he be aont off 
home aa soon as possible, and not allowed to 
wandor from the direot path nor'to linger 
by the way, orshis influcnco may tend to 
create sympathy-for himself among Bud- 
dhists in Mongolia and elsewhere, thus 
tendiny to increase his influence, to be 
used in future to further hig own ends. 
It is pointed ont that it, would be vory 
difficult to conquer Tiket, should a re- 
bellion break out, ss it is far from the 
contre of China, and there are no railways 
or even roids which can be used for the 
conveyance of troops or military atorea, 
It is urged, therefore, that tha present 
Chinese mandarin now residing in Tibet 
bo recalled, and that another official of 
much highor rank be sent, He should 
be a man of groater ability and having 
more authority, who should watch what is 
going on, and be ready to thwart any move- 
ment that would tend to remove Tibet 
from the direct and real authority of the 
Chinese Government. This temorial 
has gone to tho Grand Cotncil, and 
among others, Yuan Shi-kai has approved 
of it, Thea Council will therefore order 
that che main’ provisions and suggestiong 
of the censor ba taken in hand and acted 
upon without. delay, It is cortainly true 
thot tho Grand Lama is not lovked upon 
with much favour‘ by many of the high 
Officials. st Peking, and many seem to 
suspect his sincerity,

- Reports of what is 
suspected aré daily brough» to the notice 
of the Viceroy, whe ia taking abnormal 
precautions against aby uprising, Ac- 
cording to Chinese journalists the Viceroy 
has instructed the Superintendent of Trado. 
‘ang the local Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
to confer. with the vaartious Consuls 
in Canton with ao view to inducing them 
not to allow their nationals to proceed into 
the country here and there as they have 
‘boen accustamed to do of late years. This, 
apparently, is but a temporary disability, 
but so far the Consuls have declined to 
accede te the suggestion of the’ Chinese 
authorities. The consequence is that the 
Viceroy wants to know tho destination of 
any patties that may wish to travel through 
the interior, in order that special procau- 
tions may be taken to avoid trouble. 
Nothing seems to be ssid aboub the 
movements of missionaries, so it may 
be presumed that they, being familiar 
with the interiog, and with the language 
of the people, are able to lock after 
themselves, and will nob be embroiled 
with any of thoir neighbours, as they are 
quite familiar with. the tension of feeling 
amongst the masses, supposing that this 
diagnosis is correct.- It is pointed out by 
the Authorities (hat this period of difficulty 
will not Jast long, bub that after Chinese 
‘New Year, when things have quieted down 
a little, affairs will agsin take a normal. 
course, and the old freedom of movement: 
will again bo restored to those who seek ta
